SACRAMENTO (AP)— The 


Department of Water Resources 
may sell revenue bonds next 
year to raise an extra $89 million 
it.figures it will need to finish 
building the massive State 
Water Project. 


In a summary of last year's 


water project activity, depart- 
ment director William R. 
Gianelli notes that a $300 million 
shortage of construction money 
failed to materialize as some 
had predicted. 


But the report says "Even- 


tually additional funds will have 
to be obtained in order to 
complete the construction of 
project facilities." 


This money will be needed late 


in 1973, the report said, and 
perhaps even sooner. The total 
could rise if the state has to build 
the Peripheral Canal without 


federal financing. 


The controversial canal, 


expected to take $149 million in 
state funds, would carry project 
water around the Sacramento- 
San Joaquin River Delta. 


The department's prediction 


that more financing will be 
needed is in a 167-page report 
called "The California State 
Water Project in 1971." 


Revenue 
bonds, 
to 
be 


redeemed with money raised by 
selling power generated by 
water project facilities, appear 
to be the best way to raise the 
construction money, the report 
says. 


Voters in 1960 approved the 


State Water Project, a plan to 
build a 444-mile-long aqueduct to 
carry surplus water 
from 


Northern California to the 
thirsty south. The original 
financing was a $1.75 billion b- 
ond issue.

roundtrip fare of about $200 for 
transatlantic flights paid for 90 
to 120 days in advance is 
reported close to approval by 
the

proposal, 
under 


discussion by the 40 lines at- 
tending the North Atlantic fares 
conference of the International 
Air Transport Association, is 
aimed at winning back the 
business being lost to low-fare 
charter lines. 


"There is a general feeling of 


acceptance of a fare in the plus 
or minus $200 range," said an 
IATA spokesman Monday night. 
"However, there are a number 
of different views as to what 
form that fare should take." 


Except for the $200 youth tares 


recently put in by a number of 
major lines, the cheapest New 
York-to-London roundtrip fare 
now is $272 in the slack winter 
season. Pan American, TWA, 
BOAC and Air Canada are 
urging the lower advance-pay 
rate and have threatened to quit 
IATA unless the other lines 
agree. 


IATA 
is 
a 
rate-fixing 


organization formed to prevent 
fare wars that would drive some 
lines out of business. The 
charter airlines are not mem- 
bers. Unanimity is required for 
approval of fare changes. 


The conference opened June 


29 and is expected to last about a 
month.

It's Up To Us—All Of Us 


A matter of overriding importance that we must not lose sight 


of as we go into this 196th year of United States independence is that 
we are a free and independent people as well as a free and in- 
dependent nation. There has been deceit and chicanery in high 
places, and big money has talked loudly in legislative halls. But 
offices are not seized by force, and there has never been evidence of 
any widespread illegal manipulation of ballots. Most of us go to the 
polls with confidence that our ballots will be counted as we have 
cast them. 


The responsibility and the opportunity, then, rest clearly with 


us — the great mass of the American people, the voting public. As 
long as we can vote, and our votes are counted and acted upon, we 
are free. Often we may vote in ignorance, and thus place power in 
the hands of those who will not carry out our wishes, or be cajoled 
into supporting causes which are against our interests. There will 
be those who will say that we would be better off under a beingn 
dictatorship for that reason. But that direction offers no hope. 
Dictatorships are by nature rigid. Only in a free atmosphere can 
there be that interplay of ideas—economic, social, political and 
scientific—which permits civilization's advance. 


This is not a police state, and it is not a land without law. There 


are threats, however, from both directions It is imperative that we 
recognize them for what they are, and give them no support. 


Because our mechanized and highly organized society puts many 


restraints upon us, there is danger that we lose some of our native 
dislike of restrictions and submit to infringements on our freedom 
of action and of choice which are not necessary. That is something 
that we must be watchful of. Gun control laws are a case in point. 


On the other hand, flouting of some restrictions is quite sure to 


lead to no worthwhile freedom for anyone. Nothing can make 
democratic process impossible any rr.orp quickly or more 
thoroughly than the spreading tendency of young dissidents to 
shout down speakers in public discussions. Some may realize, and 
some may not, that any success they have in preventing free 
presentation of ideas and arguments will curtail true freedom by 
that much, and will move us closer to a rigidly controlled society. 
Complete anarchy is inconceivable. It would be intolerable. 


More important that anything the strident objectors object to is 


their freedom to object. That we must preserve, for them and for 
us. We should be be willing to listen to what they have to say. But 
they must let other views be heard. To that end any force necessary 
to prevent interruption of orderly discussion should be used. 


It would be dangerous to our American liberties to take 


measures in advance on suspicion. But when interruptions do oc- 
cur, they must not be tolerated. If we permit them to continue, the 
days of our independence as a people are numbered. 


Another Form Of Segregation 


Harold Edwards, the contentious black assistant sciology 


professor at the University of California in Berkeley, says the black 
community doesn't need more athletes, but that 'it needs more 
doctors, teachers, dentists, architects and people who use their 
brains. That rings true Grouping blacks in any vocation, no matter 
how important or desirable that vocation may be, is another form 
of segregation. And segregation is bound to lead to dissension.

Since 


Warren Burger took over as 
Chief Justice, it's getting harder 
and harder to tell the Supreme 
Court from King Arthur's Court. 


The redoubtable Chief Justice, 


with his pompadoured white 
mane combed back and his 
black robe flowing, may not be 
the court's best legal scholar. 
But he's tops in handsomeness 
and high-handedness. 


For example, he has now 


annexed to his personal offices 
the court's conference room, the 
inter 
sanctum 
where 
the 


Justices meet in secret to thrash 
out their decisions. He has even 
installed a desk so there can be 
no mistaking that the court 
convenes in Burger's lair. 


The Chief Justice also has a 


length of gold carpet rolled out 
for the august jurists to cross as 
they make their way through a 
rear hallway to take their seats 
on the bench. 


Not surprisingly, the court's 


budget requests are on the rise. 
This year, the Burger court 
wants nearly 20 per cent more 
money than it got last year. 


Among the requested items 


are $5,000 to give the Chief 
Justice a budget for entertaining 
for the first time in history; 
another $8,000 for automatic 
floor-cleaning equipment. 


It would be unfair to say that 


Burger is being stingy with the 
grandeur, however. He has also 
asked Congress for $6,000 to rent 


cars for all the other Justices for 
the first time. 


Such requests do not normally 


meet enthusiastic approval 
from 
the 
tight-fisted 
cur- 


mudgeons who head the House 
Appropriations subcommittees. 
But Burger does not stoop to 
appear before them to explain 
his budget. Instead he sends two 
Associate Justices. 


JURISTS ON CARPET 


This year, Potter Stewart and 


Byron "Whizzer" White got the 
undesirable assignment and 
were given the accustomed 
going over by Brooklyn's John 
Rooney, 
one of Congress' 


irascible geezers. Told by 
Stewart that the Chief Justice 
had already shelled out $2,000 
from his own pocket for en- 
tertaining, Rooney snapped: 


"Well, I daresay there is not a 


member of the Congress who 
does not spend far in excess of 
$2,000 a year to entertain the 
people who call upon him. . . 
What is the salary of the Chief 
Justice and does he not get an 
automobile and a chauffeur?" 


"His salary is $62,500 and he 


does get an automobile and a 
chauffeur," replied Stewart. 


"And 
he could not absorb 


this?" said Rooney. 


"I am sure he could absorb it, 


Mr. Chairman, as he has," 
conceded Stewart. 


Much more disturbing than 


his silly pursuit of baronial 


splendor, however, have been 
some recent signs that the Chief 
Justice may be a jurist of 
severely limited abilities. 


During the historic court clash 


between the government and the 
Washington Post and New York 
Times, for example, Burger 
asked some questions that in- 
dicated he didn't know what was 
going on. 


At one point, he reminded the 


Washington Post's lawyer, 
William Glendon, that the Post 
apparently acquired the famous 
Pentagon papers by illicit 
means. 


He then brought up an old 


legal doctrine that frowns upon 
anyone's seeking redress from a 
court ("coming into equity" is 
the legal expression) when their 
own hands are not clean. 


Glendon patiently informed 


the Chief Justice that the Post 
had not "come into equity," but 
had been brought in "kicking 
and 
screaming" 
by 
the 


government. 


Later, Burger was informed 


that both newspapers 
had 


refused 
to 
produce 
the 


documents in their possession 
because they felt it might give 
away their source. 


The press' right to protect its 


sources is a major constitutional 
question that the court has 
agreed to rule upon this fall. 


Burger seemed oblivious to 


this, however. He acted shocked 
when he heard that the lower 
courts in the Times-Post case

We have studied Coast Guard 


maps

movements of Russian fishing 
trawlers off the East Coast. 


Not a single Soviet trawler

Only one 
was spotted in Delaware- 
Maryland-Virginia waters in 
1970. 
But already in 1971, 25 


Soviet trawlers have suddenly 
taken an interest in fishing in the 
vicinity of Wallops Island, Va. 


This coincides 
suspiciously 


with the testing of experimental 
missiles at Wallops Island. The 
trawlers are known to be 
equipped with sophisticated 
facilities. 


The maps show as many as 400 


Soviet trawlers off the East 
Coast at one time. We spoke to a 
Coast Guard pilot who recently 
flew over a Russian trawler with 
a camera. When his film was 
developed, he had a picture of a 
Russian taking a picture of him. 


On The Right 


The POW s And The Princeton Professor 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR. 


Two months ago Mr. Nixon 


said that he would not order the 
withdrawal of American troops 
from Vietnam until several 
goals had been achieved, among 
them the return of American 
prisoners of war. It was in- 
stantly apparent that the return 
of American POW's was not 
being put forward by Mr. Nixon 
as the concession in return for 
which we would instantly pull 
out. 


Another way of putting it is: if 


Hanoi were to say, tomorrow, 
that it would release our 
prisoners if we would agree to 
withdraw our fighting men, our 
navy, and our air force the day 
after tomorrow, Mr. Nixon 
would reply that No, this is 
hardly what he is talking about. 
Our purposes in Vietnam, sound 
or unsound, are serious even 
beyond the solemn commitment 
we have to the repatriation of 
our POW's. If it were they ex- 
clusively that we had-it in mind 
to worry about, we would not 
have gone to Vietnam in the first 
place, or continue, at this point, 
to press our goals in Vietnam, 
sacrificing lives week after 
week. 


Simpletons reason that if Mr. 


Nixon, at this point, worries only 
about the prisoners of war, why- 
does he not announce a date for 
withdrawal, whereupon Hanoi 
will surely announce that on that 
date, we will get back our 
prisoners of war. Opportunists 
are using the POW's for in- 
sidious polemical purposes. T- 
hey are propagating the myth 
that President Nixon has asked 
Hanoi to do the impossible thing, 
namely to return the POW's, 
precisely because he desires to 
set a condition that obviously 
Hanoi cannot meet. That way, 
they reason (to use the kindest 


word for it) Nixon can continue 
his war against North Vietnam 
under the guise of fulfilling a 
commitment, not to a grand 
strategy based on meeting 
American treaty coirmitinents, 
but under the guise ot doing the 
only thing we can do in order to 
discharge our commitment to 
our POW's. 


Listen, now, to one Richard 


Falk, indentified by the New 
York Times as 
"Milbank 


Professor of International Law, 
at 
Princeton 
University." 


Professor Falk is just back from 
a trip to Paris where, it is 
demurely reported, he "met 
with 
Vietnam 
peace 


negotiators." Professor Falk 
advises us that there is after all 
no reason why Hanoi should 
return 
our 
POW's 
until 


hostilities have ended, right? 
Right. After all, says Professor 
Falk, North Vietnamese who 
have been bombed and killed by 
American military also have 
feelings, 
right? 
Right. 


Therefore, says the professor, 
why should they return our 
prisoners of war prematurely? 
Why shouldn't they follow the : 
conventional 
practice 
of , 


hanging on to them until the war 
is over? 


The professor, in his report, 


does not acknowledge a) that the 
reason there are prisoners of 
war in the first place is because 
North Vietnam has been waging 
an aggressive war against South 
Vietnam; b) that the Americans 
have released thousands of 
POW's, and long since offered to 
trade prisoner for prisoner; c) 
that the North Vietnamese have 
subjected American POW's to 
conditions of military 
im- 


prisonment that violate general 
conventions on the subject 
whereas we have done no such 


thing 
to their 
prisoners; 


specifically that d) the NVN 
refuses to permit 
American 


POW's to write letters to their 
next of kin; e) refuses to identify 
the prisoners; and f) to permit 
representatives of the Red Cross 
to visit them and to report on 
their state of health. 


No, Professor Falk, analyzing 


in no significant way differently 
from the way Radio Hanoi would 
analyze the sitation, is utterly 
one-sided. He cannot repress his 
conclusions: 


"Although the North Viet- 


namese are prepared to make 
every effort to expose the 
hypocrisy of President Nixon's 
posture on negotiations, they are 
pessimistic about any real 
change." The poor, sincere, 
North Vietnamese, face to face 
with Mr. Nixon's hypocrisies. 
Just like poor Adolf Hitler, 
waiting for the Poles and the 


Czechs to be reasonable. 


Well Mr. Falk, as close ob- 


servers of that 
kind of thing 


know by now, is 
a fellow 


traveller of the school of thought 
that holds America responsible 
for everything that ever went 
wrong and no doubt he will find, 
at Princeton, a little claque, 
such as is always available to 
those who force their way onto 
the stage to present then- little 
bouquets to the Adolf Hitlers and 
Josef Stalins of their world. One 
of these days, God willing, our 
prisoners of war will come 
home, and when that happens, 
I'd like to be there when one of 
them, gaunt from torture and 
isolation, shows up at one of 
Professor Falk's walnutted 
seminars on International Law, 
to discuss the question of the 
Hypocrite Nixon versus the 
Persecuted Prisoner-masters of 
Hanoi.

that injuries such as you de- 
scribe should not be casually 
dismissed with a homemade 
diagnosis of the possibility of 
a fracture. 


It is surprising how often 


fractures 
occur, 
are 
over- 


looked, and leave a cosmetic 
deformity that might have 
been avoided. 


X-ray examination of the 


nose and an examination by 
the doctor quickly establish 
the presence or absence of a 
fracture. 


At the time of injury, re- 


pair and re-positioning of the 
fractured 
bone can easily be 


done. Once the bones have 
knitted, which occurs within 
the first few weeks after an 
injury, the operation is more 
elaborate and difficult. 


The ideal age for such an 


operation is an individual one. 
In most cases, plastic surgeons 
prefer to wait until about the 
age of 16. This, too, varies, es- 
pecially if the nasal septum is 
markedly bent, and interferes 
with normal breathing.

India Demonstrators Protest 
White House Advisor Visit 


NEW DELHI (AP) — White 


House adviser Henry Kissinger 
arrived in New Delhi today amid 
small-scale 
demonstrations 


protesting the two-day visit by 
President Nixon's chief foreign 
policy adviser. 


Police kept the demonstrators 


away from Kissinger. But he 
was certain to run into vigorous 
criticism from Indian officials 
outraged because the United 
States is continuing to ship arms 
to the Pakistani army despite its 
bloody suppression of the in- 
dependence movement in East 
Pakistan. 


About 500 police cordoned off 


the New Delhi airport and held 
back 
50 Communist 
and 


Socialist 
demonstrators 


shouting "Kissinger go home" 
and carrying a huge banner 
reading "Kissinger of Death Go 
Back.'" 


Some had baskets of eggs and 


tomatoes to throw but they 
never got anywhere near 
Kissinger. 


Waiting buses took them to the 


U.S. Embassy two miles away, 
and they charged into the walled 
compound. U.S. officials quickly 
bolted the steel doors of the 


embassy building, and police 
arrived a few minutes later and 
chased the demonstrators away. 


Kissinger conferred with 


embassy officials this afternoon 
and meets Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi, Foreign Minister 
Swaran Singh, Defense Minister 
Jagjivan Ram and other senior 
officials Wednesday. He goes to 
Pakistan Thursday. 


Foreign Minister Singh has 


said he was given a "clear 
assurance" during his visit to 
Washington in mid-June that 
there would be no more military 
shipments to Pakistan until a 


satisfactory political settlement 
was reached with the East 
Pakistanis. But since then three 
freighters have left the United 
States with arms for Pakistan. 


The Nixon administration 


says the arms were ordered 
before it banned such shipments 
and they cannot be interferred 
with. 


Kissinger came to India from 


Bangkok, 
where 
Foreign 


Minister Thanat Khoman said 
he assured Thai leaders there 
will be no change in U.S. com- 
mitments to Thailand.

Trial Judges Advised 
To Be Reasonable 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 


nation's trial judges were ad- 
vised today to keep cool and 
reasonable while dealing with 
unruly defendants and lawyers. 


If a lawyer misbehaves, 


censure him; if a defendant 
carries on, order him out of the 
courtroom. 


But even when the disruptive 


tactics are deliberate, keep cool. 


This is the nub of proposed 


guidelines for judges put before 
the American Bar Association's 
House of Delegates. They are 
part of an overhaul of courtroom 
standards. 


"The trial judge should be the 


exemplar of dignity and im- 
partiality," the 297 delegates 
attending the ABA's 94th annual 
meeting here were told. 


"He should exercise restraint 


over his conduct and utterances. 
He should suppress his personal 
predilections, and control his t- 
emper and emotions." 


The guidelines were produced 


by a committee headed by U.S. 
Dist. Judge Frank J. Murray of 
Boston. Part of a larger study 
still under way, they were 
pushed ahead for adoption by 
the 
policy-making 
House 


"because of their priority 
nature."

and 109 persons injured in a 
clash with police. 


Shippers had attempted to 


move cargo through picket lines 
when the 1934 battle erupted 
between 5,000 longshoremen and 
sympathizers and 1,000 police. 


The West Coast dockers won 


their first contract after a third 
man died in Seattle and a fourth 
in San Pedro labor struggles. 
July 5, is an ILWU contract 
holiday. 


Better Than Projected 


Fast Troop Pullout 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U. S. 


troops have left Vietnam faster 
than was projected last spring 
when President Nixon fixed his 
next withdrawal goal. But 
Pentagon sources predict a 
somewhat slower pace in July, 
August and September. 


These sources say those will 


be critical months in which the 
North Vietnamese may attempt 
major attacks in the region just 
south of the demilitarized zone. 


The net effect of withdrawal 


fluctuations over the coming 
five months should bring the U. 
S troop level in Vietnam down 


to about 175,000 by Dec. 1, the 
sources said. That would be 
some 9,000 below Nixon's an- 
nounced goal for that date. 


The withdrawal rate con- 


ceivably could be ordered in- 
creased within that period if the 
new enemy peace proposal 
breaks the negotiating deadlock, 
or if North Vietnamese forces 
prove unable to mount a serious 
offensive. 


Nixon's latest withdrawal 


order calls for bringing home 
100,000 more American troops 
between May l and Dec. l. That 
projected an average of just 
under 14,300 men a month, 


Typhoon Curtails 
U.S. Bomb Strikes 


SAIGON (AP) — Typhoon 


Harriet curtailed some U. S. 
bombing strikes in Indochina 
today, but America's high-flying 
B52s blasted suspected North 
Vietnamese positions in the 
northern quarter of South 
Vietnam for the seventh con- 
secutive dy. 


Unaffected by the weather 


because they fly as high as 
30,000 feet, the eight-jet B52s 
dropped 270 tons of bombs on 
suspected enemy supply depots, 
bunker complexes and rocket 
launching sites. 


Six of the giant Stratofor- 


tresses bombed on the western 
side of the A Shau valley , while 
three more dropped their bombs 
along the demilitarized zone 
north of Fire Base Fuller. 


The Vietnam war slipped into 


another lull as the typhoon 
moved in from the South China 
Sea. The storm passed the 
demilitarized zone about noon 
and was expected to move 
inland Wednesday morning in 


the vicinity of Vinh, in North 
Vietnam 145 miles north of the 
DMZ. 


Harriet's winds of more than 


100 miles an hour curtailed 
bombing strikes against the Ho 
Chi minh trail by fighter- 
bombers from the carries 
Midway and Oriskany in the 
Tonkin Gulf. At Da Nang, South 
Vietnam's second largest city 
100 miles southeast of the DMZ, 
all passenger flights were 
cancelled, there were 8 to 10 
inches of rain, and the strong 
winds knocked won power lines, 
disrupting electric service.

photographer Neal Ulveich, 
traveling from Quang Tri south 
to Da Nang, said there was 
considerable flooding in the 
coastal region and the roofs of 
houses were blown off. 


S o u t h 
V i e t n a m e s e 


headquarters reported only 
three scattered clashes in which 
government forces killed 39 
enemy soldiers without suf- 


fering any casualties of their 
own. 


Although the lull comes in the 


wake of the new Viet Cong peace 
proposal made at the Paris talks 
last Thursday, sources said it 
was too soon to tell whether the 
decline in enemy attacks is a 
signal from Hanoi that it is 
ready to negotiate in earnest. 


Even before the Viet Cong's 


peace proposal last Thursday, 
U. S. intelligence 
officers 


predicted that North Viet- 
namese attacks along the DMZ 
would drop off. They said the 
enemy would pull back to 
regroup and receive supplies, 
then strike again later in the 
summer. 


The pattern has been for the 


Communist forces to strike hard 
in a particular region for several 
days or weeks, then pull out. 
Their ability 
to keep 
up 


sustained attacks is limited 
because their supply lines are 
extended.

Penn Central To 
Sell Unrelated Items 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 


Trustees of the financially-ailing 
Penn Central say they may sell 
everything unrelated to rail 
transportation it will help get 
the company back on the profit 
side of the tracks by 1976. 


"We ought to concentrate all 


of our resources in running the 
railroad and performing public 
service," said Jervis Langdon 
Jr., the only full-time trustee 
among the four men named by a 
federal judge last August to 
reorganize the $6.5 billion firm 
and salvage one of the biggest 
business failures in U.S. history 


Formed in 1968, after 10 years 


of planning, by the merger of the 
Pennsylvania and New York 
Central railroads, the Penn 
Central went 
into federal 


bankruptcy court 13 months ago 
to reorganize while reeling 
under a mountain of debts. 


The 1970 loss was $431 million 


and this year Langdon estimates 
it will be close to $250 million but 
optimistically, he still thinks the 


railroad "has a good chance of 
becoming solvent." 


"It will take another nine 


months or a year to get to a point 
where there is a positive cash 
flow on a bankruptcy basis," the 
65-year-old Langdon said in an 
interview. 


"Then, in addition to that, it 


will take another two, three, five 
years at the outside to produce a 
reorganized company. It's hard 
to say exactly because so much 
depends on the economy and 
also the extent of the inflation to 
be encountered in the years 
ahead." 


Because it needs fresh cash 


desperately to lease or buy new - 
equipment, 
Penn 
Central 


recently decided to sell land and 
buildings in midtown Manhattan 
in New York City, worth around 
$1 billion. 


The trustees also are con- 


ducting a mammoth study to 
determine what nonrailroad 
facilities should be kept and 
what should be disposed of. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Louis 


Armstrong, 
the 
satchel- 


mouthed, eye-rolling one-time 
waif who learned to love the 
trumpet in a Louisiana school 
and blew and sang his way into 
the hearts of millions the world 
over, died today. He was 71 
Sunday. 


Armstrong spent 10 weeks in 


Beth Israel Hospital after 
winding 
up 
a 
two-week 


engagement at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in late February. 


That was a long way from the 


waifs home in New Orleans 
where a 13-year-old boy got his 
first coronet. He was sent to the 
home for shooting off a revolver 
on New Year's Eve. 


Along the way, "Satchmo" 


went from one-night stands in 
little towns all across the 
country to jazz concerts in most 
of the world's capitals. He made 
countless recordings, appeared 
in many movies and lately, had 
been a favorite 
guest on 


television specials and talk 
shows. 


Armstrong won acclaim all 


his life, from kings and savages, 
from intellectual jazz buffs and 
kids on the street. He mopped 
his sweaty brow, rolled his eyes, 
sang in that growling voice and 
— most of all — played his horn. 


On his 70th birthday in 1970, 


Armstrong played a recording 
of one of his early trumpet solos 
and had this to say: 


"A;n't nobody played nothing 


like it since, and can't nobody 
play nothing like it now." 


That could be his epitaph, and 


as long as those old records are 
around to be played, nobody is 
going to argue with him. 


Daniel Louis Armstrong was 


born on the fourth of July, 1900 
and by the time he was 5 his 
parents had separated and Louis 
was roaming the New Orleans 
streets. After an ill-fated New 
Year celebration — sometimes 
he claimed the gun was onlv 
loaded with blanks — he was 
sent to the New Orleans Waifs 
Home. 


Louis had already been taught 


to blow on a coronet a littlebv 
the great Bunk Johnson, and in 
the school's brass band.

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U.S. Supreme Court Moves Right 


By BARRY SCHWEID 


WASHINGTON (AP)— A 


closely divided Supreme Court 
has shut down for the summer 
with a record that reflects a 
rightward transition under Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger. 


In his second year, Burger had 


considerable help in reshaping 
the court from freshman Justice 
Harry A Blackmun, his old 
friend from St. Paul. They 
disagreed 
in only 4 of 128 


decisions, and won a nickname: 
"The Minnesota Twins." 


The result was a generally 


proprosecution stance from a 
Court frequently accused only a 
few years ago of softness on 
crime. 


Leftover liberals William O. 


Douglas, William J. Brennan Jr. 
and 
Thurgood 
Marshall 


dissented together on the losing 
side 19 times 


The key to the term was the 


fluctuations of the four justices 
who stand philosophically 
between Burger and Blackmun 
on the right and Douglas, 
Brennan and Marshall on the 
left: Hugo L. Black, John M 
Harlan, Potter Stewart and 
Byron R. White Their swing 
votes often made the difference. 


For example, 18-year-olds 


won the right to vote in federal 
elections when Black and White 
lined up with Douglas, Brennan 
and Marshall. The historic 


ruling 
that 
permitted 


newspapers 
to 
resume 


publishing articles based on the 
top-secret Pentagon Papers was 
produced by a coalition of 
Douglas, Brennan and Marshall, 
with Black, Stewart and White. 


Moving in a conservative 


direction, the Court ruled that 
public officials can close public 
facilities 
in 
the 
face 
of 


desegregation orders when 
Black, Harlan and Stewart 
combined with Burger and 
Blackmun. 


At times, tensions broke into 


the open with sniping and sar- 
casm. Douglas and black chided 
their colleagues on two oc- 
casions for forsaking "strict 
construction" of the Con- 
stitution, a phrase used by 
President Nixon and other 
critics of the Court's expansive 
liberalism under former Chief 
Justice Earl Warren. 


The repeated shifting of the 


four middle justices contributed 
to frequent 5-4 decisions, and 
kept this from being a "Burger 
Court" or a "Nixon Court." With 
the dominant trend clearly 
toward the conservative side, 
however, one more Nixon ap- 
pointment could complete the 
Court's conversion, particularly 
in the area of criminal law. 


Led by Burger, the Court 


authorized the use of illegally 
obtained evidence to discredit a 


defendant's testimony if he 
takes the witness stand. This 54 
ruling 
modified 
the 1966 


Miranda decision. 


After 
three 
years 
of 


deliberation, the Court rejected 
two procedural arguments 
against the way juries reach 
death verdicts in the United 
States. Still, none of the more 
than 600 men and women on 
death rows was executed as the 
unofficial moratorium con- 
tinued and before recessing for 
the summer, the Court agreed to 
hear argument next term on the 
theory that capital punishment 
is "cruel and inhuman1' and 
therefore unconstitutional 


Police and federal agents, in a 


major ruling, were granted 
permission to wire informers for 
sound and listen in on suspects 
without a search warrant. 
Another 5-4 ruling cleared the 
way for state courts to use 
hearsay evidence that would not 
be admissible in federal trials 


On the liberal side of the 


ledger, the Court over Burger's 
protest, put restraints on police 
searches and allowed citizens 
who claim they are victims of 
illegal arrests to sue federal 
agents for damages. 


Looking ahead, the biggest 


criminal law issues facing the 
Court next term are the death 
penalty and the administration's 
wiretap policy. Atty. Gen. John 


N. Mitchell asserts the inherent 
right of the government branch 
to wiretap without judicial 
permission on a suspicion that 
domestic security may be in 
danger But the U.S. Circuit 
Court in Cincinnati said the 
procedure violates the 4th 
Amendment's 
protection 


against 
"unreasonable" 


searches. 


On civil rights, the court had a 


mixed record. It's major ruling 
of the year was the legitimizing 
of 
busing, 
gerrymandered 


school districts and shifts of 
students between schools as a 
means to end segregation. 


Also, through Burger, the 


Court unanimously prohibited 
employers from 
screening 


Negroes out of desirable jobs on 
the basis of general aptitude 
tests 
and 
education 


requirements that are not 
directly related to job per- 
formance On the other hand, 
there was the decision per- 
mitting officials in Jackson, 
Miss., to close the public 
swimming pools. Also, the Court 
approved loyalty oaths for new 
lawyers, told the states they 
need not carve out separate 
legislative districts for urban 
blacks and exempted {he ap- 
portionment plans of federal- 
judges in the South from the 1965 
and 1970 civil rights laws.

Hopeful signs are appearing in 
the American economy at 
midyear, but the evidence is far 
from convincing that the next 
six months will be much easier 
for consumers 


The signals are late in coming 


and many of them are faint: 
Few vivid green lights, lots of 
yellows and some red. At best, 
the pattern can be called in- 
teresting but hardly pretty. 


Among the most encouraging 


signs are these: housing starts 
are more than 50 per cent higher 
than a year ago, personal in- 
come and corporate profits are 
up, output per manhour 
is 


rising after having dipped 
sharply. 


But these signs are widely 


spotted throughout a vast 
economic panorama, and it is 
perhaps a sign of weakness that 
a great deal of publicity attends 


the discovery of almost any bit 
of hopeful news in the statistics. 


Less encouraging are a 


variety of factors that include: 
The failure of the consumer to 
return to the marketplace with 
great enthusiasm, decline in 
farm income, the sluggishness 
of 
growth 
in 
industrial 


production. 


And reason for 
discour- 


agement 
is 
found 
in 


these: Unemployment, while it 
dipped 
in June, 
remains 


relatively high; interest rates, 
while lower than a year ago, are 
rising again; inflation, which 
was cooling, may be reheating 
again. 


There are other factors to be 


concerned with also; America's 
trade balance is unsatisfactory, 
the budget is deep in deficit, a 
major steel strike looms, the 
increasing demands of social 
and environmental concerns 
seem to sop up tax dollars. 


Use of the California Ecology 


Corps, which has a center at

The trail, started in the 1930's 


by teams from the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, begins in 
southern California near the 
Mexico border and follows a 
general path north to the 
Canada border. However, only 
relatively short sections have 
been complete and some of those 
have virtually disappeared 
because of little or no main- 


tenance over the years. 


Stearns, whose Department 


includes the Califortiia Ecology 
Corps, says the trail appears to 
be a "natural" for corpsmen 


Stearns says it is "almost 


impossible" to estimate the 
ultimate cost for work on the 
Pacific Crest Trail, particularly 
because of the varied terrain 
and the "challenging route "

A recent column listed some of 


the ways teens can improve 
their abilities to attract and hold 
friends—friends among people 
in general, that is. For most 
teens, however, there is a 
special branch of the friend- 
making process which can be 
especially difficult and requires 
certain skills which teen-agers 
must develop. It is the delightful 
but complicated art of making 
friends with members of the 
opposite sex. 


Offhand it might be said that 


no special skill is needed, that 
boys and girls just naturally get 
together and become friends 
almost automatically. But it 
isn't that easy. The letters I 
receive 
from 
teen-agers, 


especially those just reaching 
the dating age, reveal many 
problems which give both boys 
and girls much trouble. For 
example, this letter from a 15- 
year-old boy describes a typical 
kind of difficulty. 


"I've met a lot of girls but 


there is one special girl, Pam, 
whom I like very much. When 
we meet in the halls at school we 
always say "Hi," but I am sort 
of bashful around girls and don't 
know if she really likes me. 
Would it be all right for me to 
ask her whether she likes me or 
not?" 


Both boys and girls write 


many letters asking this basic 
question in various ways, "How 
can I find out if that person likes 
me or not?" In the above case, 
for instance, it would certainly 
be unwise for the boy to ask Pam 
point blank if she likes him. 
Asking her that kind of question 
puts her in a very uncomfortable 
spot. If she does not particularly 
care for him, she would not want 
to hurt his feelings by saying so. 
Even if she thought him "the 
most" she would hesitate to 
admit it to a boy with whom she 
had only a "Hi" acquaintance. 


This is where both boys and 


girls must start to learn the 
special skills needed to make 
friends with the opposite sex. 
Instead of barging up and asking 


another person, "DO you like 
me?" it is wise to go about it 
patiently and tactfully. Since 
Pam 
and the boy are on 


speaking terms, he should break 
the ice by walking with her down 
the halls occasionally and ex- 
panding the conversation into 
something more than "Hi!" 
After a few casual meetings like 
this, the boy can tell by Pam's 
reactions and conversation 
whether she likes him or not. 
This is the smooth, diplomatic 
way to make friends of the 
opposite sex. 


But suppose the problem is 


turned the other way around. 
Suppose both Pam and the boy 
find it easy to talk and get along 
well on these brief visits. Time 
goes by but the boy is shy and he 
hasn't asked Pam for a date or 
given any indication that he 
wants to be anything more than 
walking-down-the-hall pals. By 
this time Pam is really in- 
terested and a little frustrated 
because she now would like to be 
his girl friend! What can she do 
to let him know without being 
too aggressive about it? Cer- 
tainly she cannot tell him 
straight out how she feels. It 
would be embarrassing. What's 
more, any smart girl knows the 
minute she takes the initiative 
and goes after a boy there is 
great risk of scaring him off. 
Boys feel uncomfortable and 
suspicious when girls chase 
them. 


So how does a girl get around 


this discouraging predicament? 
Here again, the patient, tactful, 
diplomatic approach is the only 
way. 
First, she can let the boy 


know she thinks he is someone 
special by her obvious pleasure other person. 
when she meets him and by hern 
BE POISED. 


rapt attention to the things he 
talks about. Second, she can 
soemtimes rig up an opportunity 
to invite the boy as her guest for 
some event such as a party at 
her home or some other group 
affair where all the girls are 
inviting boys. 


Generally these slow and easy 


tactics will help to make new 
acquaintances with the opposite 
sex—but not always. There are 


some boys and girls who, as 
individuals, could never be close 
friends, and not because ther is 
anything wrong with either one. 
Some teens make the mistake of 
believing that anybody they 
happen to like should be 
receptive and return their in- 
terest. These discouraged teens 
write pleading letters to the 
column, asking how to break the 
ice with someone who pays no 
attention to them. 


There is no harm in trying to 


attract any one you like but be 
prepared to accept failure in 
some cases. Close friendship 
with that person may be im- 
possible. One boy will be 
strongly attracted girls of the 
athletic type. Another may not 
be impressed with the girl 
athlete but prefer a girl because 
she -is a good dancer. Still 
another boy may not go for 
either one. He is more attracted 
by the helpless type of girl who 
needs a big, strong protector. 
Girls, too, show these same 
variations in their tastes and 
preferences in a making close 
friends with boys. 


With all of the variations and 


uncertainties, 
however, there 


are 
a 
number 
of basic 


characteristics and personal 
qulaities which both boys and' 
girls seem to want in each other. 
So, whoever you are, try to 
cultivate the following list of 
traits and abilities which will 
help you to make friends more 
easily with the opposite sex.
